At midnight té-night the Hudson and
Manhattan Railroad Company will begin
running trains on a five minute headway
und a five cent basis between Hoboken and
the underground station at Sixth avenue
and Nineteenth street, Manhattan. At §
o'clock to-morrow morning the schedule
will be shortened to a three minute head-
way, and still further Teduced if the eager
rush of Jerseyites under the river makes a
further reduction expedient.

But in obedience to custom there will
he an earlier formal opening of the greatest
subaueous tunnel in the world. \t half
past 3 o'clock this afternoon an eight car |
train will leave the Nineteenth street station |
carrving a full passenger list of dis- .
ting' ished eitizens to Hoboken, where |
formal and elaborate vocal evercises by
Governors and Mayors will acclaim the
formal opening of the road.

President [Roosevelt will be present
electrically. Some time before the starting
hour the power house will cut off the electric
eurrent from the entire tunnel system.
Then, when the invited guests are
aboard the traip at the Nineteenth street
station and al! is ready for the start, H
Mr. McAdoo will operate a key which will |
sound a signal at the President's desk ‘in |
the White House. The electriciang of the .
Wertern Union lines and of the tunnel
system have hooked up a connpection by
meang of which the electrical pawer current
will be switched on for the railroad’'s use
when the President, having received Mr.
McAdoo's signal, himself operates a key.

In the meantime the guests waiting in
the train will not be in darkness, for the
tunnel care are electrically lighted by
storage batteries and do not depend for
their light current on the power hoise.
The installation of the storage battery
system for car lighting is a oconcession to
human nerves. Officials of the road ex-
plained yesterday thal every precaition
to prevent the interraption of the power
current has been taken that engineers
could devise, and that an interription of
more than a foew minutes diration is prac-
tically impossible, yet they had to consider
the poseible. They foresaw that if the car
lighting depended on the power ourrent,
and the latter should be interrupted while
A train was under the middle of the Hiudson
itlver, there woilld be a manifestation of
nervous foree along the line of hysterios.

POSED IN A PYTHON'S COILS |

WITH POLICE ALL 'ROUND

OO0 Worth of Silver Takean From
Houses O Park Avenue,

Burg'ars had a busy time on the upper
East Side during the early hours of Sunday
morning, entering six 'houses and taking
away, roughly, $10,000 worth of silverware
and jewelry. A indicate that
the same pair of men did all the work.
The last house robbed was visited while
the streets in the neighborhood were clut-
tered with reserves from the East Sixty-
seventh street police station, who had been
sent out in plain clothes after the discovery
of what was going on.

The first house entered was the brown-
stone residence of Albert Rathbone, at 130
East Sixty-fifth street. Mr. Rathbone is a
member of the law firm of Joline, Larkin
& Rathbone. The intruders took their pick
of the silver in the dining room, then went
upstairs to the bedrooms, where the family
was aslesp and stripped these rooms of all
jewels. Their haul from this house is placed
at about $5,000.

Without disturbing the sleepers the
burglars went out by the route they had
usad in entering and crossed the backyard
to 132 East Sixty-fourth street, the residence
of Arson B. Moran, a stock broker at 2%
Broad street. Here they wmade a clean
sweep of all the silver in the dining room,
much of which was heirlooms.

Packing up $1,000 worth of loot the men
next tackled 131 East Sixty-fourth street,
but just as they had got inside some wakeful
yerson heard them and shouted “Burglars!”
By this time Headquarters had been
notified by telephone and Capt. Cooney of
the East Sixty-seventh street police station
went around with his reserves. The police-
men surrounded the block, carefully patrol-
ling Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth streets '
and Lexington and Park avenues. It was
then about 4 o'clock in the morning.

Discournged with their three failures,
and apparently disgusted with the excite-
ment they had caused, the burglars quit
the block and crossing over to Sixty-second
street went in through the basement of
Mrs. Philip Sands's home at 135. In this
house they collected $1,000 worth of silver
and took it away.

The reserves continued to patrol the
neighborhood until morning, but saw no
one to arrest.

Hughes accepted at
once and followed Mr. Griffing to the meet-
ing room.

More than a score of colleges were repre-
sented in the room and each insisted on
giying its cheer for the Governor and every
one tried to nominate him for President at
onoe.

Quiet was finally restored when the
Governor pleaded for a chanoe to be heard.

“I'm glad to see you, gentlemen,” he
said, “and say a word to you.”

The Governor then paid a tribmte to his
former legal adviser and friend Ermest W.
Huffout, who was president of the Theta
Delta Chi Association. .

After his tsibute to Mr. Huffout the Gov-
ernor went back to his room and to work.
He said that he had been much pleased with
his reception in Chicago. .

CASSIE CHADWICK'S JEWELS.

Supreme Court Holds That Thelr Selzure
for Non-Payment of Duty Was lllegal.

WasnmvatoN, Feb. 24.—The judgment
of the jower court that Collector of Customs
Leach at Cleveland, Ohio, was a bit over-
zealous in his attempt to selze several thou-
sand dollars’ worth of rings and brooches
that had been pledged in New York by the
late Mrs. Cassie Chadwick was in effect
affirmed by the Supreme Court to-day.
The jewelry was deposited with J W.
Friend of New York to secure some loans
made by Mrs. Chadwick, and on information
tfurnished by him that they might have
heen smuggled the Treasury Department
investigated the matter with the uhder-
standing that Friend's rights in them should
not be disturbed.

Collector Leach, within whose jurisdio-
tion Mrs. Chadwick was then under arrest
for “high finance® transactions, went to

to take them to an expert for examination.
He then took them off to Cleveland ang
seized them for non-payment of duty. The
Federal Court at Cleveland held that the
seizure was illegal and ordered the gema
retunrned to the pledgee and this judgment
was affirmed by the Court of Appeals. The
Government, however, took a second ap-
peal direct from the trial court to the Su-
preme Court, which to-day dismissed the
appeal on the ground that two

could not be taken, and besides the court
bad no jurisdiction in the matter.

Decides to Accept Invitation After Senator
Briggs Had Advised Him Neot Teo.

Wasminaron, Feb. 24.—After a great
deal of pulling and tugging by rival Re-
publican factions in New Jersey Secretary
of War Taft, the Administration's ehoice
for the Presidential suocession, has de-
cided to accept an invitation to deliver an
address before the Trenton Chamber of
Commerce on March 23. An announce-
ment to this eTect was made to-day—and
there is a story behind it.

As the, tale is related here most of the
big guna in the Republican party in New
Jersey are tied up to candidates other
than Taft. Senator Kean favors Knox of
Pennsylvania, while Senator Briggs lonks
with kindly eyes upon the aspirations of
Hughes of New York.

GATES DEPARTS FOR TEXAS.

Hanging On te His Stecks and Waiting

BANK STOCK SOLD ouUT

Presumably for the Aeccount of One of the
Heinze Party.

There was sold at auction yesterday
700 shares of bank stock, presumably for
the account of F. A. Heinze or one of his
party. The stock brought $54,400. The
sale atiracted some attention, as it was
evidently made in a hurry, the regular
day for the sale of such securities being
Wednesday. The McVickar-Gaillard Realty
Company, at whose auction rooms on Vesey
street the sale was made, does not usually
deal in this class of assets.

The shares were 300 of the Mercantile
National Bank, 300 of the Utah National
Bank of Salt Lake City and 100 of the Ital-
ian-American Trust Company of New
York. In all of these Heinme is known
to have been interested, having been presi-
dent of the Mercantile until his elimination
and a director of the Utah. That the stock
helonged to h,lm was neither denied nor
affirmed. The current comment was that
the stock represented the collateral for
a loan falling due which was not met.

The Mercantile stock brought 8114 a
share, the Utah National $83 and the Ital-
ian-American $78. A month ago some Mer-
cantile stock sold as high as $132.50.

New Brunswick, N. J., Feb. 24.—The
New Jersey Legislature is reported to be
in favor of a bill introduced by Senator
Wilson of Atlantio county providing that
the man who oarves epitaphs on tomb-
stones may have a Ihnonulapha'o"
statuary. Under this bill unless the marble
cutter's claim is paid he may enter the
cemetery and remove a stone and make it
over for his own uses.

Senator Wilson explaines that the bill
was introduced by request of marble cutting |
tradesmen of the State who say they are |
not protected by lien lawa as are other |
meghanics and want to be placed on an !
equal footing.

BROUGHT IN AT AN INVOICE
VALUE OF 5220000.

Difference Would More Than Pay the Dif-
ference of Duty on Looese Pearls and
Strung Pearls—It Was a Necklaoce,
Asserts Gevernment—Jeweller 8ays No

That Mrs. William B. Leeds paid for the !

celebrated Citroen pearls about 80 per cent.
more than the invoice value at the time of
importation was the testimony introduced
yesterday at the trial of the case involving
the question of duties. The Government's
attorney said that this testimony coming
from Mrs. Leeds herself gave an entirely
new turn to the case.

The trial was before Judge Lacombe in
the United States Circuit Court. In the
action Bernard Citroen, the French jeweller
who sold the pearls to Mrs. Leeds, seeks
to recover from the Government $110,000,
the greater part of the duties which he
was compelled to pay. He was repre-
sented by W. Wigkham Smith, while J.
Osgood Nichols appeared for the Govern-
ment.

Mm lLeeds was not present in court,
but her testimony had been taken a few
days before at her home, 987 Fifth avenue,
by H. M. Bomerville as referee, and it was
read to the court.

Mrs. Leeds said that she made the bargain

for the pearls in Citroen's store in Paris
and agreed to pay $340,000. As part of
the purchase price sheturned over to Citroen
a pear] necklace which she had bought
from Tiffany & Co. some time before and
for which $52,000 was allowed, the remainder
being paid in cash. The payment was not
made until after Mr. Citroen had brought
the pearls to this country and had delivered
them to her at her Newport home.
. The invoioe value of the pearls was $220,-
000. When Citroen declared the pearls at
the New York Custom House he paid duty
at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem on
the invoice valuation. Afterward the cus-
toms authorities ordered a reliquidation on
the ground that the pearis, although brought
in loose, really constituted a necklace duti-
able at 7 per cent., while loose pearls are
dutiable at 10 per cent. Citroen then had
to pay an additional 50 per cent. in duties
and he began the present proceeding to
recover the amount, which was paid under
protest. .

The testimony of Mrs. Leeds was relied

After she had closed the bargain with
Citroen she returned to this country, and he
followed soon with the pearls, which she
has since worn as a necklace,

It was the contention of the Government
that the price paid by Mrs. Leeds included
the expected duty at the rate of 80 per cent.,
and that Mr, Citroen took the chance of
saving all except 10 per cent. of this.

Mr. Smith argued that the Government
must be guided in assessing duty by the
condition in which the articles are at the
time of importation. The pearis being
loose when they arrived in New York, it
was immaterial whether they had been a
necklace in Paris or again became one after
reaching Newport.

There were thirty-seven pearls in the
necklace, as shown by the testimony of
Mrs. Leeds, and she has added six since
the original string was bought. The com-
bined weight of the thirty-seven was 985
grains, an average of 2662 grains. The
central pearl weighs 53 the first pair
88%, and suocceeding pairs graduated,
each being within two or three grains of
those preceding.

Taxes Argument In New Jersey Supreme

CALL ON BANKS FoR $35,000,000

SECRETARY CORTELYOUTOWITH-
DRAW PUBLIC FUNDS.

Approximately 38 Per Cent. From Banks
Holding $100,000 or More of Suoh
Funds—Payments of 10 Per Cont. on
March 9, the Remalnder by March 33,

WasHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The money strin-
gency which reached an acute stage in De-
coember has diminished to such an extent
in nearly all the banking centres that the
Government has decided to make a further
withdrawal of publioc funds from the de-
pository banks. Nearly all these banks
holding $100,000 or more of Federal deposits
are affected by an announcement made by
the Secretary of the Treasury late this
afternoon. It Is as follows:

| The Secretary of the Treasury to-day an-
nounced a call upon national banks for ap-
proximately 25 per cent. of the public funds
now held in inactive depositaries having on
deposit such funds in the sum of $100,000 or
more and 25 per cent. of the public funds
now held by active depositaries where tha
deposit is $100,000 of such funds, or in excess
thereof, and where such withdrawal can be
made without inconvenience to the Treasurv
| Department in the transaction of publi:
i business.

Payments under this call will be made as
follows: Ten per cent. of the amount called
on or before March 9 and the remaining 15
per cqnt. on or before March 23,

The Secretary stated that advices from all
portions of the country are to the effect that

! this proportion of the Government funds
| now on deposit with these nat'onal banks
| ean be withdrawn without detriment to
| financial conditions in any saction.

[ Under the call approximately $35,000,00)
| will be returned to the Treasury.

At the close of business to-day the amount
| of the deposits of Government moneys in
| the depositary banks was approximately

$240,000,000. The withdrawals ocalled for
to-day constitute therefore about 15 per
cent. of the whole.

The Secretary's action was not pre«
cipitated by any acute needs of the Govern-
ment, although the working cash balance
in the Treasury is only about $24,000,000.

| The withdrawals mean that in the opinion
’ of the Treasury Department the volume
of money in the chief financial cities is now
l large enough to justify a moderate oon-
traction. Business has suffered severely
in some lines and there is a striking con-
| trast between the conditions affecting the
use of currency at this time and the condi-

has passed and in ita place has appeared a
feeling of disinclination in many quarters
to launch new enterprises or extend old
projects requiring a large volume of money
in general circulation.
